OUTLOOK

An upper trough of low pressure will cover most of the western states. A
strong westerly jetstream will push a rather strong cold front into the
Pacific Northwest. Rain and cool temperatures will spread across
Washington and Oregon into ldaho and western Montana. Areas of rain are
also forecast for extreme northern California. Monsoon moisture will
continue over the southern and central Rockies. Scattered showers and
thunderstorms will extend northward from eastern Arizona and New Mexico
into Colorado, Utah and Wyoming. Dry but cooler weather will move into
southern California and western Arizona. Nevada will be mostly sunny in



the south and partly cloudy in the north. High temperatures will range
from 55 to 65 in western Washington and northwest Oregon to the 90%"s in
the desert Southwest. Most areas will be in the 70"s to the middle 80~s.
